Economy threatens town 
that tended mentally ill 


GEEL, Belgium (UPI) - For more 
than 700 years, this small town in 
northern Belgium has provided a col¬ 
lective home for the mentally ill and 
retarded. 

It was offering humane treatment 
before psychiatry- was even dreamt of 
and when theologians were debating 
whether women had souls. 

Now Geers still-unique tradition of 
civic concern is threatened by lack of 
money and political Interest — just 
when this kind of "anti-psychiatry" is 
attracting interest in the United States 
and elsewhere. 

Of the 1,300 mental patients regis¬ 
tered in an around Geel, more than 
1,000 live in local homes as paying 
houseguests for indefinite periods, in¬ 
deed, sometimes for their entire lives. 

But the number of patients housed by 
families h; dropping fast. 

Before World War FI, nearly 4.000 
patienis lived in GeeJ, many of them 
working as cheap labor on the small 
farms dotting the region. There were so 
many, ir. fact, that it used to be said 
that the whole of Gtel was half mad and 
half w as completely mad, 

“The Importance of GeeJ lies not only 
in the fact that patients are lodged in 
ordinary homes and are allowed to 
share ordinary lives! but also in the 
town's totally supportive nature,” said 
Psychiatrist Jean Roosens, a professor 
at Louvaine Catholic University, who 
has written a book about Geel. 

The book, "Mental Patients In Town 
Life/' is'lo be published in English at 
the end of 1979. 

By "totally supportive/' Roosens 
means that over the centuries, Geei has 
learned how to deal with mental dis- 
bess. The ethics of the town forbid 
poking fun at patients or referring to 
them as “nutcases'" or similar epithets, 
Roosens said. 

This gives patients a sense of securi¬ 
ty, as they go to shops and cafes, run 
errands for neighbors, do odd-jobs and 
take part in local cultural and sports 
activities 


At the same time, Roosens said, as Ira 
patients rub shoulders with "normal" 
people, they learn what kind of 
behavior is expected of them — some- 
thing that would not be the case if they 
only mingled with other patients in a 
tuaditional mental hospital. 

The peculiar status of Geel has its 
roots in the legend of St. Dymphna, the 
patroness of deoniacs. The legend says 
Dymphna was an Irish princess, who 
fled to Geel to escape the attentions oi 
her incestuous father and was 
beheaded by him here. 

In the middle ages, when madness 
was equated with possession by de* 
mons. people flocked to Geel for a cure 
which started with a novena in the local 
church, Dymphna has since been 
scratched off the Catholic calendar of 
saints. But Gee is system of family care 
was given legal status in the last 
century-, Brussels dosed its own mental 
asylum and sent more than 100 patients 
to Geel. 

A central psychiatric hospital was 
built in 1862 and exists,. greatly- 
expanded, today. 

Long-term patients are first assessed 
at the hospital, then sent to a foster 
family if it is thought this would help 
their treatment and presents no 
danger. 

The hospital sends nurses and social 
workers to keep an eye on the patients, 
and provides supporting facilities. Pa^ 
tieuts too ill, old or intractable to be 
lodged with a family are housed in open 
or closed sections at Lhe hospital. 

Boarders who get too restless or who 
misbehave usually are warned, ”be 
careful, or well have you locked up tn 
the hespitah” Roosens said. "One thing 
is quite clear. The patients all want to 
stay with their foster fain dies." 

According to Roosens and other 
experts, the iow- level of economic 
support given the foster families is 
threatening GeeRs unique system. A 
subsidy of about £3.t>0 a day is paid for 
escb patient.This has to cover food and 
board.

From Clement DeRoo we received a list of Belgian Immigrants extracted 
from a passenger list, (isee page 4 and 5)» Clement and Mrs. DeRoo just 
returned from their annual trip north which included a visit tD Nova 
Scotia, Mrs* DeRoo has ancestors (Scottish) who migrated therein the 
early 1800’s. The following is a quotation from Clement’s letter: 

" We got the distinct impression during this trip that more and more 
local government offices are pulling old and dusty storage boxes out of 
attics and other places because of the increased interest in old records. 
For example, in Pictou County, N.D. an 1851 Census of that county was found 
which no one knew existed. It is now being prepared for microfilming 
and should be available in the near future. In the same vein,the city 
of Providence, R.I., found an 1855 Census which no one knew existed. 

Only two Wards of the City have been found so far but the memwbers of 
the new City Archives Office feel sure that the other Wards will be found a 
other boxes are opened. 

During Dur travels, I acquired a gazeteer of place names and features in 
Belgium, Fntrios include standard names approved by the U.S. Board on 
Geographic Names and unapproved variant names, the latter cross- 
referenced to the standard names. Locations are expressed in terms of 
Province and by latitude and longitude to the nearest minute. One 
of the best elements of this gazeteer is that it ineluded the names of 
Polders, farms, and other small features as well as populated towns and 
administrative divisions. I will be happy to search the gazeteer for 
anyone having difficulty in locating a place in Belgium,",

A NOSTALGIC PILGRIMAGE TO BELGIUM. 

fiy trip to Belgium last May was something I had wanted to 
do for a long time. It took a year of planning, as I would 
be staying with relatives that I had corresponded with, but 
had never met. They do not speak English and, altho I can 
read and write it, I took night classes for numbers, dates, 
short conversational phrases, etc. Knowing French, even in 
a limited way. Is helpful in the smaller towns, I could not 
usually understand much of their French, but I could make my 
wants understood. 

Belgium is a beautiful little country, one third the size 
of Wisconsin. The highways are super, the rest of the roads 
are cobblestone. Walking down those cobblestone streets and 
looking at the countryside, I could see my ancestors going 
about their business and raising their families. I saw the 
old Binon home in Truex-de-Frenes, another in Emines. It just 
brought a lump to my throat. Bastogne, the memorial to the 
U. S. Army, is not to be missed. In Brugges, the Church of 
Our Lady has a Miehaelangelo statue that is breathtaking. In 
Brussels, the Karla Lolx store had the most beautiful lace 
of any that I saw anywhere. The Church of Sts. Peter & Paul 
In Ostende Is a block square and you have never seen anything 
like it. In-Blanden, the Lurquins gathered around when they 
found out we were from the U.S., and were so Interested In the 
fact that my grandfather had been born in their little town. 

Most memorable was the Provincial Archives in Namur, a fab¬ 
ulous place. For those who have never been there and may be 
planning to go, there are a few tips I found helpful from 
others who had already been there* they are closed from 12:00 
noon to 2*30 PM every day; they have cards to fill out for 
every book you want to copy-which takes time; the index shows 
which book to ask for; and try to have some idea of which par¬ 
ish or town you would want the index for. They also -u^ve a 
book of every name indexed with numbers showing which town or 
parish to look for. I found a whole list of numbers after the 
name Binon, copied it and took it along, as time was running 
out. The list in the Belgian Laces starting with *14, shows 
which eomaunityjVrite to for thege onrushes. One last tip— 
the Belgian peoplf tfite their one likfe ou^—a^ven and t’*eir 
seven is thus-?. ^ 1730 would look like 7?30. *

I was lucky and found one generation back from what I had- 
a marriage record of 1730: also a birth record of 1784 which 
we knew but did not have the document for It, Some records 
are in French, others in Latin or Dutch (the Flemish ones). 

I have a memory of a people so kind and gracious that they 
made the trip an unforgettable one.

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After procrastinating, for a few years, I've decided to copy the 1855 

Antwerp passengers list; the only one to our knowledge that survived 

until this tine. Any normal person would start with the beginning of 

the year, of course I decided otherwise. The last page of the last 

microfilm' is a list of ships that departed from the port of Antwerp 

in 1855 (see below), I find that "this list doesn't agree with the z’ecords 

on microfilms which list many more ships. Also from the frequency of 

the departures of some ships (Gazelle, Emerald Isle, Telegraph 

they were just going to Hull and Liverpool (england) with their passengers 

who then embarked on another ship for the remainder of their trip to 

the "New World". One question arises, what types of records did Hull and 

Liverpool keep of the transfer of passengers ? especially for the 

years other than 1655* There are a few problems: the handwritings, 

the misspellings of names and places, the towns listed as in Prussia but 

which are now again part of Belgium. 

Many Germans, Swiss, Luxemoui’gers emigrated thru the port of Antwerp.

150th. Anniversary of the Belgian Revolution , cont. from Belgian Laces

Review: Bo far we have seen that the Belgians are unhappy and for good 
reasons with their Dutch King, William I *- Aug. 25» 1830, A song from 
the Opera "La Muette de Portici" sparks riots* 


The young people already in the streets are rejoined by the spectators 
of tuber's opera and the riots starts First on the list, is the hated 
governement newspapers, than the house Df its editor is ransacked along 
with that of the Police Commissioner and of the Minister of Justice* 

The "gendarmerie" (National Police) doesn't act or react, the regular 
police easily gives up arms, and guns are taken from the gunshops to 
arm the rebels. 


Already on the morning of the 26 , the revolution is better organized; 
and a French emissary having hoisted on the town hall balcony the 
French colors... sees them ripped and replaced by Brabant's old colors: 
Black, Yellow, Red (same as today's Belgian Flag), Attorney Dupectiaux 
found the necessary material to make the flag in Mrs. Abs'store. 

Liege, Leuven, Mons, Sonse follow Brussels’example and replace the 
Dutch officials by Belgians. 

There is a tentative by the emerging leaders of the Revolution to 
reason with the King for a better share, a fairer share for the Belgians, 
but the King nDt in a reasonable mood sends instead his sons and later 
his, army headed by one of them,to bring back the Belgians into the 
Dutch realm. 


Meanwhile "volontaires" (vDlonteers) from every corners of Belgium 
arrive in Brussels. 3y far the most colorful is perhaps Charlier-a-la- 
Jatnbe-de-Bois, so named because of his wooden leg - Charlier is a 
veteran of Napoleon's Russian campaign. The names of the leaders are: 
Raiken; de Merode; Van de V/eyer; de Potter; d’Oultremont; de Stassart; 
Gendebien; Van der Meere, Vandersmissen; Chazal; Rogier; d'Kooghvorst• 

On Sept* 23 , 1830 Frederic Prince of Orange and 12,000 men are at 
Brussels* gates; the plan is simple: to entei* into Brussels by taking 
the gates of Flanders, Laeken, Scharbeek, Leuven - so sure were they of 
their victory that it was resolved that the gate of Hal would remain 
fr^e as a way for the rebels to retreat. 

The salves of the Belgian guns quickly brought back the Dutch to reality - 
taking Brussels wasn't going to be a garden party - the battles were to 
be numerous and fierce . and by the gate of Hal Brabant's villagers 
poured into Brussels to defend that city. On the 24, Juan Van Halen 
from Limburg was designated military leader of the Belgian "VDlonteers". 

Sept, 26 , 1830, the canons of Mellinet and Charlier and their men drive 
back the last assault by the Butch troops who the same night went back 
where they came from. 

Except for the forts of Antwerp, Maestricht and Luxemburg, all the 
Other Dutch forts on Belgian soil surrended and most if not all of 
tne Belgians at the service of the Dutch crown deserted.
